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Anti-immigrant policy is 'suicide', 
says New York mayor 


Cuba eases ban on 
sales of cars 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Visa 
policies that keep skilled 
workers from settling in the 
United States amount to ’’na¬ 
tional suicide,” New York 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
said yesterday. 

The mayor, a strong sup¬ 
porter of immigration reform, 
said that current restrictions 
are hobbling the country in 
an increasingly fierce, inter¬ 
national contest for the best- 
educated and most skilled 
workforce. 

”As a result, America no 
longer is the inevitable cross¬ 
roads for enterprise and inno¬ 
vation. Countries from Asia 
to South America now 
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beckon with opportunity. So 
the United States simply has 
to compete like never before 
for talent,” he said in a 
speech. 

Bloomberg, who before 
becoming mayor in 2002 built 
the hugely successful finan¬ 
cial data and news company 
Bloomberg LP, said US visa 
rules are ’’sabotaging our own 
economy. I’ve called it na¬ 
tional suicide — and I think it 
really is.” 

The heart of the problem, 
according to Bloomberg, is 
that although a million new 
permanent residents are ad¬ 
mitted each year, only 15 per¬ 
cent of those are given visas 
to meet US economic needs, 
while 85 percent qualify for 
family and personal reasons. 

’’That’s why I think we 
should dramatically expand 
the numbers of green cards 
available for the best of the 
best — the highest-skilled 
workers we need to join the 
US economy permanently.” 

Bloomberg said that tem¬ 
porary work visas helped but 
were too oversubscribed to 
be able to cope with the need 
for skilled labor. 

’’This leads to critical 
shortfalls not only in the soft¬ 
ware industry, but also in 
fields like engineering, elec¬ 
tronics, pharmaceuticals, 
medical research, and aero¬ 
space. This is just absurd to 
deny American companies 
access to the workers they 
need,” he said. 

The mayor also took aim 
at the rule capping green 
cards by country. ’’Right now, 
Iceland gets the same quota 
as India. It just makes no 
sense,” he said. 

”1 have nothing against 
Iceland, but just think about 
where the next engineers and 
the entrepreneurs are going to 
come from. We’ll get some 
from Iceland, and we'd love 
to have them come here. But 
just because of size, you’re 


much more likely to get an 
awful lot from India.” 

According to Bloomberg, 
the red tape means that "high- 
skill employees from China 
and India can face a wait of 
up to ten years for a green 
card.” 

With unemployment stuck 
around nine percent and the 
US economy barely moving, 
there is a hardening of opin¬ 
ion against immigration 
ahead of next year's presiden¬ 
tial election. 

But Bloomberg said that 
productive immigrants were 
the solution, not a threat, es¬ 
pecially in innovative sectors 
like high-tech. 

"These businesses will 
hire American workers, and 
immigrants are more than 
twice as likely as those born 
in America to start a new 
company,” he said. "A recent 
study shows that US job cre¬ 
ation in the last 30 years is 
entirely attributable to startup 
companies.” 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
authorities arrested 2,900 ille¬ 
gal immigrants with criminal 
records during a seven-day na¬ 
tionwide sweep, the biggest of 
its kind, immigration officials 
said yesterday. 

The Immigration and Cus¬ 
toms Enforcement agency said 
the operation, which it dubbed 
"Cross Check,” "led to the ar¬ 
rest of more than 2,900 con¬ 
victed criminal aliens.” 

The operation was carried 
out over a one-week period in 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba au¬ 
thorized auto sales among in¬ 
dividuals yesterday, easing a 
50-year-old ban that has 
helped make the communist- 
ruled island a living museum 
of vintage cars. 

Until now, Cubans have 
only been permitted to sell 
each other vehicles built before 
the country's 1959 revolution, 
which has given long life to the 
chrome and fintail antiques 
that swarmed pre-revolution¬ 
ary Havana. 


all 50 US states and overseas 
territories, as part of the US ad¬ 
ministration's strategy to focus 
on people with criminal 
records who are in the country 
illegally. 

"The estimates vary but 
(there are) somewhere around 
a million people with criminal 
convictions who are subject to 
removal under the law,” said 
ICE director John Morton. 

He said the number of ille¬ 
gal immigrants in the country

The new regulations, pub¬ 
lished in the Official Gazette, 
had been expected as part of a 
series of reforms being under¬ 
taken by President Raul Castro 
to ease state controls on the 
economy and encourage some 
forms of small-scale private 
enterprise. 

The regulations provide for 
"the transfer of ownership of 
vehicles for purchase-sale or 
donation among Cubans living 
on the island or foreigners who 
are residents of Cuba.” 


to official estimates — has al¬ 
ways been more than the 
agency can expel. 

"From our prospective, the 
best place to start is with crim¬ 
inal offenders,” he said at a 
new conference. 

Of those detained in the la¬ 
test operation, 1,282 had mul¬ 
tiple convictions to their name, 
and more than 1,600 had 
served sentences for crimes 
like armed robbery, attempted 
murder, kidnapping or drug 
trafficking, ICE said.

Regarding the 2012 
Tourism Policy Plan: 

“My vision is for Aruba to 
excel as a tourism destination 
through a more sustainable 
development,” explained the 
minister. “I am sure I can say 
it is your vision, as well. A 
sustainable development is, 
however, easier said than 
done and a matter of valid 
concern.” 

“While tourism has the 
largest positive impact on our 
economy, directly providing 
51% of our GDP and directly 
and indirectly, 75% to the 
labor force, it also has an in¬ 
creasing impact on our re¬ 
sources: environmental, 

cultural and social.” 

“The balancing act to 
achieve a growing economy 
to the benefit of all, AND 
sustain and improve Aruba’s 
competitive position in a 
globally challenging tourism 
environment, while working 
towards sustainable develop¬ 
ment, is a real challenge for 
the entire Cabinet and the 
world in general.” 

Minister Oduber stated the 
government soon expected 
the results of EarthCheck/ 
GreenGlobe, which is assess¬ 
ing the baseline of Aruba’s 
sustainable development, to 
be taken into account in plan¬ 
ning the direction of future 
policies. He also will deploy 
the analysis of a survey done 
by a research team from the

University of Central Florida 
in preparation of his Strategic 
Plan for the Development of 
Tourism. The new strategies 
that will come out of these 
studies, once examined and 
discussed with various stake¬ 
holders, will also be included 
in Aruba’s tourism policy, 
which will be presented in a 
Tourism Summit to take 
place December 8 and 9. 

When the present admin¬ 
istration took office, they 
found there had been issued 
permits for nearly 4500 addi¬ 
tional rooms to be added to 
the island in various projects. 
Presently, they believe 
around 1000 of those will not 
materialize due to economic 
factors, and the decision to 
not re-issue permits. “We are 


maintaining the policy of not 
re-issuing expired permits, 
restricting expansion and en¬ 
couraging phasing of con¬ 
struction.” Projects that will 
be realized are the comple¬ 
tion of the Ritz Carleton, a re¬ 
sort development at the site 
of the defunct Bushiri, and a 
plan to support development 
of a hotel project at the east¬ 
ern end of Aruba outside San 
Nicolas, “to spearhead eco¬ 
nomic activity and growth in 
that area.” Specifically they 
favor two small, 50-room 
boutique facilities and have 
capped growth to that area at 
1500 rooms. 

“Our success in tourism is 
measured by key economic 
indicators,” he continued. 
“The government’s goal is to 


increase economic benefits 
and a better distribution 
throughout the community.” 

Minister Oduber thanked 
his entire staff, those of the 
ATA, the members of the 
Tourism Board, his colleague 
ministers and members of 
Parliament for their support 
and hard work, and “most im¬ 
portantly, the entire labor 
force in the tourism industry” 
and offered them congratula¬ 
tion on World Tourism Day. 
He reminded the gathering 
and all that work in the indus¬ 
try that “It is up to us as a 
community and individuals 
to make our commitment to 
an event better Aruba,” and 
that the motto of the island’s 
tourism entities is “A good 
place to live is a great place 
to visit.” 

The Tourism Policy Plan 
2012 was formally presented 
to the President of Parlia¬ 
ment, Paul Croes, CEO of the 
ATA, Ronella Tjin Asjoe- 
Croes, and Chairman of the 
Aruba Tourism Council, 
Jossy Lacle. 

Ronella Tjin Asjoe-Croes 
followed the Minister with 
her formal presentation of 
Aruba’s Marketing Plan, 
which will be reported in to¬ 
morrow’s paper, followed on 
Saturday by the enlightening 
and entertaining presentation 
by Dr. Joachim de Posada.

Chamber of 
Commerce 
introduces 
the “security 
paper” 

ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Chamber of Commerce an¬ 
nounces that as of October 3, 
2011, all official excerpts and 
declarations will be submit¬ 
ted on a special security 
paper; this to avoid any form 
of forgery of the documents 
and to enable business own¬ 
ers and official departments 
the opportunity to control and 
confirm the documents are 
officially issued by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

In the past the Chamber of 
Commerce had encountered 
some cases where documents 
used were forgeries. 

In order to prevent this, 
the Chamber is now introduc¬ 
ing a security paper to pre¬ 
vent further irregularities. 
The special paper has a light 
blue color and is heavier than 
the normal copy paper.

US online retail giant 
Amazon launched a touch¬ 
screen tablet computer, the 
Kindle Fire, on Wednesday 
that costs $199, less than half 
the price of the cheapest iPad 
from market-leader Apple. 

The Kindle Fire, which 
has a seven-inch (17.78-cen¬ 
timeter) screen, smaller than 
the iPad's 9.7 inches (24.6 
cm), will ship in the United 
States on November 15 and 
could emerge as a strong 
rival to the Apple device. 

"Kindle Fire brings to¬ 
gether all of the things we've 
been working on at Amazon 
for over 15 years into a sin¬ 
gle, fully-integrated service 
for customers," Amazon 
founder and chief executive 
Jeff Bezos said. 

Bezos also unveiled three 
new Kindle electronic book 
readers at a launch event in 
Manhattan: a new basic Kin¬ 
dle for $79, a Kindle Touch 
for $99 and a Kindle Touch 
3G for $149. 

"We're offering premium 
products, and we're doing it 
at non-premium prices," he 
said. 

The Kindle Fire has Wi-Fi 
connectivity only and is pow¬ 


ered by Google's Android 
software. It does not have a 
camera like many other lead¬ 
ing tablets, including the lat¬ 
est iPad. 

Bezos said Amazon is 
hoping to sell "many mil¬ 
lions" and touted the features 
of a new Web browser in the 
Kindle Fire called Amazon 
Silk. 

According to technology 
analysts, a low-priced Ama¬ 
zon tablet could pose the 
most serious challenge yet to 
the iPad, which has domi¬ 
nated the fast-growing mar¬ 
ket for tablet computers since 
it went on sale in April 2010. 

"Amazon will sell mil¬ 
lions of tablets, and the rapid 
fire adoption of the Kindle 
Fire will give app developers 
a reason — finally — to de¬ 
velop Android tablet apps," 
said Forrester Research ana¬ 
lyst Sarah Rotman Epps. 

"Apple's place as market 
leader is secure, but Amazon 
will be a strong number two, 
and we expect no other seri¬ 
ous tablet competitors until 
Windows 8 tablets launch," 
Rotman Epps said. 

According to technology 
research firm Gartner, the 


iPad will account for 68.7 
percent of the 69.7 million 
tablets sold this year and will 
remain the top-selling device 
over the next few years. 

At $199, Amazon is sig¬ 
nificantly undercutting Apple 
with the price of the Kindle 
Fire. Apple's cheapest iPad 
sells for $499. 

"Amazon is competing on 
price, content, and com¬ 
merce," Rotman Epps said. 

The Kindle Fire connects 
to Amazon's App Store and it 
comes with a 30-day free 
subscription to Amazon 
Prime, whose members pay 
$79 a year for free shipping 
and other benefits such as un¬ 
limited streaming of movies 
and TV shows. 

The Kindle Fire also has a 
pre-installed Amazon shop¬ 
ping application as Amazon, 
like Apple, seeks to drive 
owners of the tablet to its on¬ 
line store, which features 
books, music, movies, TV 
shows and games. 

"Over the past few years, 
Amazon's customers have 
gotten used to one-click pur¬ 
chases of books and other 
published content via the 
Kindle," independent tech¬ 
nology analyst Carmi Levy 
told AFP. 

"(Amazon's) goal is to 
drive as much business as 
possible to and through its 
online retail presence," he 
said. "Amazon doesn't need 
to maximize its profits on 
every tablet sold. 

"It'll take thinner margins 
— or even per-unit losses — if 
that means getting as many 
Amazon tablets into con¬ 
sumers' hands before the all- 
important Christmas 

shopping season," the analyst 
said. 

Technology research firm 
Forrester has forecast that 
Amazon could sell 3-5 mil¬ 
lion tablets in the fourth 
quarter alone. 

Apple sold 9.25 million 
iPads last quarter and has 
sold nearly 30 million since 
launching the device in 2010. 

Amazon shares gained 
2.45 percent to $229.71 on 
Wall Street on Wednesday. 

Shares in US bookseller 
Barnes & Noble, which 
makes the Nook e-reader and 
a color Nook tablet, lost 6.89 
percent to close at $12.30 
while Apple lost 0.56 percent 
to $391.01. 


(AFP) — In the future, think¬ 
ing about turning left may no 
longer be just a thought. 
Japanese auto giant Nissan 
and a Swiss university are de¬ 
veloping cars that scan the 
driver's thoughts and pre¬ 
pares the vehicle for the next 
move. 

"The idea is to blend 
driver and vehicle intelli¬ 
gence together in such a way 
that eliminates conflicts be¬ 
tween them, leading to a safer 
motoring environment," said 
Jose del R. Millan, a profes¬ 
sor at Swiss technological 
university EPFL who is lead¬ 
ing the project. 


The project uses "brain ac¬ 
tivity measurement, eye 
movement patterns and by 
scanning the environment 
around the car in conjunction 
with the car's own sensors" to 
forecast the driver's next 
move. 

The vehicle then prepares 
itself for the manoeuvre by 
slowing down if necessary, or 
positioning slightly left or 
right. 

An EPFL spokesman said 
the research would last four 
years, and that "at the end of 
that period, we hope to have 
a prototype ready."

Colon cancer advances faster 
in men: study 



WASHINGTON, (AFP) - 
Men with colon cancer tend to 
have more advanced tumors 
than women of the same age, 
said a study out that suggested 
screening guidelines may 
need to be adjusted for sex 
and age. 

Currently, men and women 
age 50 and older are urged to 
get a colonoscopy to screen 
for growths or polyps that 
could form into tumors. Col¬ 
orectal cancer is the fourth 


leading cancer 
killer world¬ 
wide, taking 
610,000 lives 
per year. 

The study in 
the Journal of 
the American 
Medical Asso¬ 
ciation exam¬ 
ined 44,350 
participants in 
a national 
screening 
colonoscopy 
program from 
2007 to 2010 in 

Austria. 

The screenings look for 
adenomas, which are polyps 
or benign tumors as well as 
for particularly advanced ade¬ 
nomas and colorectal cancer. 

The analysis found "a sig¬ 
nificantly higher rate of these 
lesions among men compared 
with women in all age groups, 
suggesting that male sex con¬ 
stitutes an independent risk 
factor for colorectal carci¬ 
noma,” according to the study. 


For instance, five percent 
of men age 50-54 had ad¬ 
vanced adenomas compared 
to just 2.9 percent of women. 

The rate of colorectal can¬ 
cer in 5 5-59-year-old men (1.3 
percent) was about the same 
as in women a decade older 
(65-69-year-old women were 
diagnosed at a rate of 1.2 per¬ 
cent. 

The prevalence of colorec¬ 
tal cancer overall was twice as 
high among men, at 1.5 per¬ 
cent, compared to 0.7 percent 
in women. 

The researchers noted that 
’’deciding whether to adjust 
the age at which screening be¬ 
gins also requires considering 
whether the recommended 
age for women should be 
older or the recommended age 
for men younger.” 

However, the study 
stopped short of saying what 
that new age should be, saying 
further studies ’’are needed to 
demonstrate the relative clini¬ 
cal effectiveness of screening 
at different ages.” 


English court in landmark 
right-to-die ruling 


LONDON, (AFP) - An Eng¬ 
lish judge ruled on Wednesday 
that a brain-damaged, mini¬ 
mally conscious woman 
should not be allowed to die, 
in a landmark case about the 
right to life-supporting treat¬ 
ment. 

High Court judge Scott 
Baker said it was the first time 
an English court had been 
asked to consider whether 
such treatment should be 
withdrawn from a patient who 
was not in a persistent vegeta¬ 
tive state but was minimally 
conscious. 

The relatives of the patient, 
referred to only as M, had ar¬ 
gued that she would not have 
wanted to live in her current 
condition and applied to the 
court asking for her food and 
water to be withdrawn. 

Their lawyers argued that, 
eight years after suffering pro¬ 
found brain damage from viral 
encephalitis, she had shown 
no evidence of improvement. 

The 52-year-old, who lives 
in a care home in northern 
England, is in a minimally 
conscious state — just above a 


persistent vegetative state. 

The lawyers for M’s rela¬ 
tives said she was unable to 
consistently communicate or 
interact with her environment 
or with others, could not care 
for herself and suffered pain, 
distress and discomfort. 

But a court-appointed 
lawyer representing the pa¬ 
tient had argued against the 
relatives’ application, saying 
that she was ’’otherwise clini¬ 
cally stable”. 

The local health authority 
also opposed the move. 

In his ruling, Baker said: 
’’The factor which does carry 
substantial weight, in my 
judgment, is the preservation 
of life.” 

”1 find that she does have 
some positive experiences and 
importantly that there is a rea¬ 
sonable prospect that those ex¬ 
periences can be extended by 
a planned programme of in¬ 
creased stimulation,” he 
added. 

The judge said all parties 
agreed that an existing "do not 
resuscitate” order should con¬ 
tinue.

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Europe presses ahead with 
controversial financial tax 


STRASBOURG (AFP) - Eu¬ 
rope went ahead with land¬ 
mark proposals to tax the 
financial sector yesterday, ig¬ 
noring US opposition in a 
move also sure to provoke a 
row with London which fears 
capital flight from the City. 

On the drawing-board for 
more than a year, the idea was 
given fresh impetus last month 
when given the nod by Eu¬ 
rope’s power couple, French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy and 
German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel. 

The plan will go before all 
27 European Union heads of 
state and government at an Oc¬ 
tober 17-18 summit, and also 
be put to a summit of G20 
leaders in Cannes on Novem¬ 
ber 3-4. 

European Commission 
president Jose Manuel Barroso 
said the tax could generate 
around 55 billion euros a year 
as he lodged the draft legisla¬ 
tion with the European Parlia¬ 
ment in Strasbourg. 

’’The tax would be levied on 
all transactions on financial in¬ 
struments between financial 
institutions when at least one 
party to the transaction is lo¬ 
cated in the EU," a commis¬ 
sion statement said. 

The EU executive stressed 
that "house mortgages, bank 
loans, insurance contracts and 
other normal financial activi¬ 
ties carried out by individuals 
or small businesses fall outside 
the scope of the proposal." 

The aim is to ensure that the 
financial sector "makes a fair 


contribution" after EU govern¬ 
ments ploughed 4.6 trillion 
euros into bailouts mainly for 
banks caught in a US-triggered 
property credit meltdown in 
late 2008, only for taxpayers to 
suffer as public finances had to 
be cut as a result. 

The commission also has 
another key goal in mind: 
some of the receipts from the 
tax, which would not be imple¬ 
mented before 2014, would go 
directly into the EU's budget, 
giving Brussels more inde¬ 
pendently-raised resources 
than under the present system 
of contributions from national 
governments. 

Controversy over where the 
money will go erupted almost 
immediately with grassroots 
activists One, the group co¬ 
founded by U2’s Bono, saying 
the tax should fund the fight 
against poverty and efforts to 
mitigate climate change. 

"At least half the revenue of 
an EU financial transactions 
tax should be allocated to the 
fight against extreme poverty 
and climate change, to help 
millions of people trapped in 
misery," said Guillaume 
Grosso of the group’s French 
arm. 

Charity group Oxfam said 
the commission should "go 
further," covering "all financial 
transactions" and fixing "more 
ambitious rates for derivatives 
products," blamed in part for 
exacerbating the global finan¬ 
cial crisis of the last three 
years.

Eurozone is 'burning building 
with no exits' 


LONDON (AFP) - British 
Foreign Secretary William 
Hague said yesterday that his 
assertion more than a decade 
ago that the eurozone was a 
"burning building with no 
exits" had been proved right by 
the debt crisis. 

Hague, one of the most eu- 
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rosceptic members of Conser¬ 
vative Prime Minister David 
Cameron's government, added 
that countries using the single 
currency would feel the rami¬ 
fications of the crisis for 
decades to come. 

"I described the euro as a 
burning building with no exits 
and so it has proved for some 
of the countries in it," he said, 
repeating comments he made 
in 1998 when he was Conser¬ 
vative leader. 

Hague tried to clarify his re¬ 
marks, saying: "You can have 
burning buildings where they 
manage to put out the fire or 
control it or get more room or 
something. I might take the 
analogy too far but the euro¬ 
zone is not built with exits so 
it is physically a difficult thing 
to leave a currency without any 
plan to do so, I don't think we 
can advocate that. 


and democrats grouping hailed 
the fact the proposal will target 
"the most speculative financial 
products including transactions 
carried out off-exchange," and 
bring the date for implementa¬ 
tion forward by four years. 

But the head of an interna¬ 
tional network of tax advisers, 
Taxand, said the plans "will 
cause severe tension with those 
countries opposed to the tax." 

Frederic Donnedieu de 
Vabres also maintained that 
"importantly, the proposals 
currently do little to stop the 
tax ultimately being passed on 
to the clients of financial insti¬ 
tutions." 

The latest known proposals 
would slap 0.1 percent on 
shares and bonds and 0.01 per¬ 
cent on derivatives, although 
countries wanting higher levels 
would be free to raise the rate 
domestically. 

While Merkel and Sarkozy 
offered no details on the tax in 
August, their support helped 
send shares into an immediate 
tailspin with financial sector 
players warning the measure 
would push business away 
from Europe. 

Britain, at the heart of the 
global financial industry, reite¬ 
rated demands for any such tax 
to "apply globally," after a 
Treasury official argued that 
"otherwise the transaction co¬ 
vered would simply relocate." 

The Netherlands are also 
opposed to it. 

"The tax would not be 
based on where transactions 
take place but on the parties in¬ 
volved," an EU source has ar¬ 
gued. 

Decisions on tax matters, 
the bedrock of national sove¬ 
reignty, require unanimity 
under EU rules.

Auditors back to Athens as debt 
crisis hits crunch 


ATHENS (AFP) - Global cred¬ 
itors announced Wednesday 
the return of auditors to Greece 
in a bid to break an impasse 
over billions of euros in 
blocked bailout loans Athens 
needs to avoid default. 

Nearly four weeks after 
abruptly leaving the city, EU 
and IMF negotiators will 
restart tough number crunch¬ 
ing from amid mounting social 
tension and what the European 
Union describes as the biggest 
challenge of its history. 

Efforts to resolve the wider 
debt crisis, which the United 
States fears will trigger an¬ 
other worldwide downturn, are 
embroiled in national feuding 


with German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel suggesting a sec¬ 
ond Greek bailout may need to 
be renegotiated. 

Berlin, Paris and the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank are also at 
odds over how much Europe's 
banks should lose in the event 
of a default, which would re¬ 
quire massive recapitalisation 
of bankruptcy-threatened 
lenders. 

Adding more uncertainty, 
Slovakia announced it would 
not stage a crucial parliamen¬ 
tary vote on expanding the 
powers of the eurozone's 
broader rescue fund until Oc¬ 
tober 25 — which means lead¬ 
ing Europeans can expect to 


face renewed American pres¬ 
sure when G20 finance minis¬ 
ters meet in Paris on 14-15 
October. 

A Greek government 
spokesman said the country 
would escape default.

Jackson doctor trial turns focus on 
ill-fated shows

LOS ANGELES, (AFP) - 
Fears about Michael Jackson's 
health just before he died as he 
geared for a comeback two 
years ago loomed Wednesday 
over the trial of his doctor, 
charged with causing the pop 
icon's death. 

After Tuesday's opening 
day of courtroom drama in the 
trial of doctor Conrad Murray, 
witnesses on the second day 
began with Paul Gongaware, 
co-chief executive of AEG 
Live — which was organizing 
the shows. 

Gongaware recalled his re¬ 
lationship with Jackson over 
the "This Is It" series of 50 
planned concerts in London, 
which the King of Pop was re¬ 
hearsing for at the time of his 


death on June 25, 2009. 

In a haunting moment on 
Tuesday, a recording of Jack¬ 
son's voice speaking with 
Murray only weeks before his 
death at the age of 50 floated 
across the courtroom. The 
jury was also shown a picture 
of Jackson's body lying on a 
gurney covered in a white 
sheet and gown. 

Gongaware said Jackson 
told him at one point that he 
wanted to hire Murray as his 
personal doctor for the tour, 
and the doctor initially asked 
for $5 million for a year. 

"I told him there's no way 
that's going to happen," said 
Gongaware, adding that the 
doctor was offered $150,000 
dollars a month to treat Jack- 
son. 

Murray's manslaughter trial 
opened Tuesday with a haunt¬ 
ing photo of Jackson's body 
draped in white on a hospital 
gurney and an audio recording 
of the star, slurring and appar¬ 
ently heavily drugged, two 
months before his death. 

But the court also saw a 
video of Jackson rehearsing 
"The Way You Make Me Feel" 
days before his death, and 


heard that he had plans for a 
world tour and a feature film 
version of his famous 
"Thriller" video. 

Murray's lawyer Ed Cher- 
noff argued that Jackson died 
"instantly" of a massive over¬ 
dose after taking two different 
drugs while the doctor was out 
of the room at the star's 
Holmby Hills mansion on June 
25, 2009. 

Chemoff said Jackson took 
eight two-milligram lorazepam 
pills — enough to put six people 
to sleep — without his doctor's 
knowledge, and then gave him¬ 
self an extra dose of the pow¬ 
erful sedative propofol.The 
physician is alleged to have 
given Jackson an overdose of 
propofol — which Jackson him¬ 
self referred to as "milk" — to 
help alleviate his insomnia. 

Murray, trained as a cardiol¬ 
ogist, has never denied giving 
Jackson propofol, which typi¬ 
cally is used as an anesthetic 
during surgery, but he denies 
having "abandoned his patient" 
at a critical, and ultimately 
fatal, moment. 

The prosecution claims the 
doctor has Jackson's life on his 
conscience. 


Nabokov, Marquez 
'paedophile link' 
worries Russian church 


MOSCOW,(AFP) - A senior 
figure in the Russian Ortho¬ 
dox Church this week said that 
the best known works by 
Vladimir Nabokov and 

Gabriel Garcia Marquez 
should be examined to see if 
they justify paedophilia. 

The comments by 

Vsevolod Chaplin, the 

church's top cleric for public 
affairs, provoked an immedi¬ 
ate wave of concern amongst 
cultural leaders who expressed 
fear his calls could be imple¬ 
mented and taken to a legal 
level. 

Chaplin said that the con¬ 
tent of "Lolitia" by Nabokov 
and "One Hundred Years of 
Solitude" by Marquez should 
be reviewed as he was con¬ 
cerned about the effect they 
had on the moral health of so¬ 
ciety. "We need to discuss to 
what extent these works jus¬ 
tify paedophilia," Chaplin told 
the Moscow Echo radio sta¬ 
tion in an interview. "The fact 
is that even the West used to 
have a very negative attitude 
towards them but then it 
changed." 


"The time has come for a 
moral revolution, a counter¬ 
revolution, if you like," Chap¬ 
lin said. 

Both books are known for 
their frank treatment of sex in¬ 
volving young people. 

"Lolita" examines the ob¬ 
session of middle-aged busi¬ 
nessman Humbert Humbert 
with a 12-year old girl while 
"One Hundred Years of Soli¬ 
tude" wraps incest and young 
sex into its magical-realist 
world. 

"Let's go and check then all 
literature from Homer to the 
great Russian classics for 
signs of violence, paedophilia 
and other unacceptable 
things," Nikolai Svanidze, a 
writer who is a member of 
Russia's public oversight body 
the public chamber, said sar¬ 
castically, according to the In¬ 
terfax news agency. 

Boris Akunin, the historical 
detective novelist who has 
won considerable fame 
abroad, told Moscow Echo 
that the church should under¬ 
take "not to interfere in secular 
and literary matters."

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Messi makes more 
history as Barcelona 
rout BATE

MINSK (AFP) - Barcelona 
kick-started the defence of 
their Champions League 
crown by roundly thumping 
BATE Borisov here as Lionel 
Messi scored twice in a 5-0 
win to further cement his 
place in the history of the 
Catalan club. 

Messi scored either side of 
half-time on a rainy evening 
to take his overall tally for the 
club to 194 goals and move 
level with Hungary legend 
Ladislao Kubala in second 
place in Barca's all-time list 
of leading scorers. 

Only Cesar Rodriguez — 
who scored 235 goals in the 
post-Civil War era — is still 
ahead of Messi, but the little 
Argentine seems certain to 
eclipse even him in the not- 
too-distant future. 

Neither Messi nor his 
teammates needed to be at 
their very best here, though, 
as Pep Guardiola's side ut¬ 
terly outclassed the Belarus 
league leaders at the Dinamo 
Stadium to record their first 
win in Group H following 
their frustrating draw with 
Milan a fortnight ago. 

The Spanish champions 
took the lead on 19 minutes 
when a Dani Alves cross 
from the right was not dealt 
with by Egor Filipenko and 
Alyaksandr Volodko turned 


the ball into his own net at the 
back post under pressure 
from Messi. 

Three minutes later and it 
was 2-0 when Pedro stole a 
march on a rather static Mak¬ 
sim Bordachev to head home 
a left-wing David Villa cross. 

BATE had set their stall 
out to defend in numbers, 
with every man back behind 
the ball except lone striker 
Mateja Kezman. 

Serbian international Kez- 
man's task was a thankless 
one, and the former PSV 
Eindhoven, Atletico Madrid, 
Chelsea and Paris Saint-Ger¬ 
main player cut an isolated 
figure up front as his team¬ 
mates tried unsuccessfully to 
soak up the pressure and hit 
on the break. 

Villa saw two efforts well 
saved by Alyaksandr Gutor 
before the BATE goalkeeper 
gifted a third goal to Messi. 

Pedro's cross from the right 
should have been a routine 
catch, but he contrived to drop 
the ball right on to the head of 
Messi, who will probably 
never score an easier goal in 
the Champions League. 

It was only Messi's second 
headed goal in the Champi¬ 
ons League, with his first 
coming against Manchester 
United in the 2009 final in 
Rome.

Tevez suspended by City 


Judge limits 
Mets liability 
to Madoff 
trustee 

NEW YORK (AFP) - A fed¬ 
eral judge has limited the 
amount a trustee for in¬ 
vestors in Bernie Madoff s 
Ponzi scheme can collect 
from the New York Mets to 
$386 million, court filings 
on Wednesday revealed. 

A day after US District 
Judge Jed Rakoff dismissed 
nine of 11 counts in the $1 
billion lawsuit against Fred 
Wilpon and other owners of 
the Major League Baseball 
club, he set the maximum 
figure the team could take in 
the case. 

The trustee argued that 
the Mets' owners knew that 
Madoff s profits were phony 
or should have known the 
figures were false. Mets 
lawyers have denied Pi¬ 
card’s claims that club exec¬ 
utives would have to have 
known of the scheme. 

Madoff, 73, was found to 
have cheated thousands of 
people out of billions of dol¬ 
lars in a securities fraud and 
was sentenced to 150 years 
in prison. 

Rakoff wrote in a ruling 
that trustee Paul Picard had 
enough of a "willful blind¬ 
ness" argument to carry the 
case to trial next March and 
"might well prevail" in 
court. 


Man charged over 
NHL banana toss 

LONDON, September 28, 
2011 (AFP) - A 26-year-old 
man was charged on Wednes¬ 
day in connection with 
throwing a banana on the ice 
at a black National Hockey 
League player during a pre¬ 
season game last week, po¬ 
lice said. 

Chris Moorhouse of Lon¬ 
don, Ontario, was issued a sum¬ 
mons by provincial police on a 
charge of engaging in a banned 
activity under the province's 
trespassing act. Moorhouse 
faces a fine of up to $2,000. 

During a game-ending 
shootout last Thursday in the 
exhibition match-up in Lon¬ 
don, Wayne Simmonds of the 
Philadelphia Flyers skated to¬ 
ward Detroit goaltender Jor¬ 
dan Pearce when a banana 
was tossed at Simmonds, 
who is black. 

"It was unfortunate that 
this incident happened but I 
am above this sort of stuff," 
Simmonds said. "This is 
something that is obviously 
out of my control." 



MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Manchester City suspended 
Argentinian star Carlos Tevez 
on Wednesday as they began 
an investigation into whether 
he refused to come on as a 
substitute in the Champions 
League tie with Bayern Mu¬ 
nich. 

He denied that he had re¬ 
fused to come on when told 
to do so by manager Roberto 
Mancini, who had said after 
the match - which they lost 2- 
0 - he was "finished" at the 
club. 

However, the club have 
decided that it is best he stays 
away completely while they 
carry out their investigation. 

"Manchester City can con¬ 
firm that striker Carlos Tevez 
has been suspended until fur¬ 
ther notice for a maximum 
period of two weeks," read 
the statement. 

"The player’s suspension 
is pending a full review into 


his alleged conduct during 
Tuesday evening’s 2-0 defeat 
to Bayern Munich. 

"The player will not be 
considered for selection or 
take part in training whilst the 
review is under way." 

Tevez had denied 
Mancini's claims in a state¬ 
ment earlier on Wednesday. 

"In Munich on Tuesday I 
had warmed up and was 
ready to play. This is not the 
right time to get into specific 
details as to why this did not 
happen. But I wish to state 
that I never refused to play," 
Tevez said. 

He blamed his failure to 
appear on "confusion" on the 
City bench and apologised to 
the club's fans for "any mis¬ 
understanding." 

"I would like to apologise 
to all Manchester City fans, 
with whom I have always had 
a strong relationship, for any 
misunderstanding that oc¬ 
curred in Munich," Tevez 
said. 

"They understand that 
when I am on the pitch I have 
always given my best for the 
club ... there was some con¬ 
fusion on the bench and I be¬ 
lieve my position may have 
been misunderstood." 

Mancini has indicated 
Tevez — reportedly one of the 
highest earners in English 
football with weekly wages 
of more than £200,000 — will 
never play for the club again 
in the aftermath of Tuesday's 
defeat. 

"If I have my way he will 
be out. He's finished with 
me," Mancini said.

LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Chad Dawson plans to de¬ 
throne Bernard Hopkins, the 
oldest world champion in 
boxing history, and reclaim 
his World Boxing Council 
light-heavyweight title when 
the US fighters meet next 
month. 

’’There's no way Bernard 
Hopkins will beat me. No 
way,” Dawson said Wednes¬ 
day. ’’I'm excited for the fight 
and ready to reclaim my 
title.” 

Hopkins, 52-5 with two 
drawn and 32 knockouts, will 
face Dawson, 30-1 with 17 
knockouts, on October 15 at 
Los Angeles. 

Hopkins set the age record 
for world champions at 46 
when he won the WBC light- 
heavyweight title by unani¬ 
mous decision over Canada's 
Jean Pascal, who took the 
crown from previously unde¬ 
feated Dawson last year. 

Dawson bounced back 
from that defeat with a vic¬ 
tory over Canadian-based 
Romanian Andre Diaconu on 


CANTON (AFP) - Retired 
Super Bowl champion coaches 
Bill Parcells and Bill Cowher 
are among 103 modem-era 
candidates for the American 
Football Hall of Fame an¬ 
nounced on Wednesday. 

Parcells, 70, spent 19 NFL 
seasons as a head coach, 
eight of them with the New 
York Giants, whom he 
guided to Super Bowl crowns 
in 1987 and 1991. He went 
172-130 with one draw and 
10 of his former assistants be¬ 
came NFL head coaches. 

Cowher, 54, coached the 
Pittsburgh Steelers to the 
2006 Super Bowl title and 
guided the black and gold for 


the Hopkins-Pascal under¬ 
card. 

Now the 29-year-old 
southpaw plans to keep Hop¬ 
kins from adding any more 
time to his record reign. 

"I give him all the respect 
in the world. I grew up 
watching him. I was always a 
fan,” Dawson said. ”He's a 
great fighter. I take nothing 
away from him. But I look 
forward to beating him on 
October 15.” 

Hopkins has four wins and 
a draw since his most recent 
loss, to unbeaten Welshman 
Joe Calzaghe in a 2008 split 
decision. 

Hopkins has never suf¬ 
fered a knockout loss and has 
gone the distance in 11 fights 
in a row over the past seven 
years, but Dawson plans on 
forcing a faster pace upon the 
elder fighter. 

"I’m not a knockout artist 
but I have the strength and I 
feel I can hurt Bernard. I 
think I can take him out of 
there,” Dawson said. ”He's 
only going to throw 20 or 30 


15 NFL seasons, going 149- 
90 with one drawn. 

Parcells and another re¬ 
tired coach, Marty Schotten- 
heimer, were previously 
nominated before a rule 
change in 2008 made it 
mandatory for coaches to be 
retired from the league for 
five seasons in a row before 
Hall consideration. 

Among other first-time 
nominees are quarterback 
Drew Bledsoe, receivers

Guillen named Marlins 
manager for 2012 



Bryant buoyant

MIAMI (AFP) - Ozzie 
Guillen was announced as 
the new manager of the 
Florida Marlins for 2012 on 
Wednesday, hours ahead of 
the team's final game of the 
2011 Major League Baseball 
season. 

Guillen, a 47-year-old 
Venezuelan-born shortstop 
during his 16-year major 
league playing career, man¬ 
aged the Chicago White Sox 
from 2004 until asking out of 
his contract on Monday. 

"It's a big, big step in my 
career, a new chapter," 
Guillen said. "Hopefully I 
can bring energy, flavor and 
enthusiasm, but the most im¬ 


portant thing is a winning 
team." 

In 2005, he became the 
first Hispanic manager of 
a World Series champi¬ 
onship team by guiding 
the White Sox to their first 
major league crown since 
1917. 

Now he hopes to make 
the magic happen for the 
Marlins, who will be re¬ 
named the Miami Marlins 
next year when they begin 
play in a new downtown ball¬ 
park. 

"All the pieces are coming 
together," Marlins outfielder 
Mike Stanton said. "We got 
the stadium and we got the 
manager." 

The Marlins entered their 
final game 72-89, last in the 
National League East divi¬ 
sion, and Guillen will be their 
fourth manager in just over 
two years, replacing interim 
boss Jack McKeon, who is 
retiring at the age of 80. 

In eight seasons as the 
White Sox manager, Guillen 
went 678-617. 


Talks continue 
as lockout nears 
three-month 
mark 

NEW YORK (AFP) - NBA 
players and club owners met 
for talks in small groups on 
Tuesday as an ongoing lock¬ 
out approached three 
months with no sign of a 
new contract while the 
planned November 1 start of 
the season looms. 

"So long as there is rea¬ 
son to keep discussing, we 
will keep discussing, unde¬ 
terred by the calendar or 
weekends or things like 
that," NBA commissioner 
David Stern said. 

Club owners want to re¬ 
duce the players' portion of 
$3.8 billion in annual rev¬ 
enue from 57 percent to less 
than half and seek a firm 
salary cap rather than the 
exception-filled current 
payroll model. 

Players want to avoid a 
hard salary cap and while 
they have offered to trim 
their share to 54 percent, 
they are far apart of revenue 
divide numbers with NBA 
management. 



ROME (AFP) - NBA star 
Kobe Bryant suggested 
Wednesday that a move to 
Italy is more than just a pos¬ 
sibility. 

European clubs have been 
in touch with some top NBA 
stars over temporary moves 
to Europe due to the current 
impasse over the NBA lock¬ 
out in the United States. 

Los Angeles Lakers shoot¬ 
ing guard Bryant has been 
approached by Italians 
Bologna and during a promo¬ 
tional trip to Milan with his 
sponsors he admitted he is se¬ 


riously considering the move. 

"It's very possible, it 
would be a dream for me. 
There's an opportunity and 
we're talking about it right 
now," he told La Gazzetta 
dello Sport. 

"We'll see what happens. 
There's no news today but 
maybe tomorrow. It's a great 
honour for me to return to 
Italy, this is one of my 
homes." 

Bryant spent a large part 
of his youth in Italy after his 
father moved here to con¬ 
tinue his own professional 
basketball career having left 
the Houston Rockets. 

Bryant speaks near-perfect 
Italian and claims to be an 
AC Milan fan. 

Bologna originally offered 
$800,000-net for a three- 
game deal but are now said to 
be trying to put together a $5- 
million package that would 
see Bryant play the entire Eu¬ 
ropean season in Italy, should 
no resolution be found to the 
current NBA lock-out.
